Never to regard a 
thing as impossible, and never to go away without 
an order, were two duties a commercial traveller 
never could disregard, There were 360 boys and 
girls receiving education in the schools, and this, 
of course, required a deal of money. What 
the exact number of the great army of commercial 
travellers was he could not exactly say, but ho 
was quite sure that if each one would subscribe 
two or three shillings per annum it would bring 
in a substantial sum to the funds of the ir ‘titu- 
tion, which he also could cordially recommend as 
worthy the support of all business men.—A mong 
the other toasts, the name of the Lord Mayor, 
who said he was once himself “on the road,” re- 
ceived an ovation.—Subscriptions to the amouat 
of £2,200 were announced. 


ACTION FOR ASSAULT AND FALSE 
IMPRISONMENT. 

At the Clerkenwell County Court, Judge Eddis 
gave judgment in an action brought by Robert 
Andrews, of Victoria Buildings, Farringdon-road; 
against James Green and Joseph Green, father 
and son, of Chalk Hill Farm, nstable, to re- 
cover damages for an assault and false imprison- 
ment.—The plaintiff, a poultry ealesman in Smith- 
field Market, met the defendants on the afternooa 
of September 5th, and dispute took place with 
reference to a watch which had been pawned by 
the plaintiff. One of the defendants gave a man 
in the employ of the plaintiff 9s. to get the watch 
out of pawn, and eventually the defendants gave 
the plaintiff into custody ona charge of steal- 
ing the watch. Previous to this the plaintiff was 
assaulted by the elder defendant, who struck him 
several blows in the chest. The defendants were 
taken to the Old-street Police Station by two 
constables, followed by a large crowd of people, 
but the inspector, on learning the full particulars, 
refused to take the charge, and the elder defendant 
paid the amount which plaintiff claimed for the 
watch.—His honour, in giving judgment, said 
that the case was one which ought never to have 
been brought into a county court. The whole 
affair was nothing but a drunken brawl, and «ll 
the parties ought to have been locked up for the 
disturbance they created. The evidence showed 
that they had been going from er to 
public - house drinking, and they eventually 
quarrelled about the watch. With respect to the 
junior defendant he must hold that there was no 
case against him, and he should give judgment in 
his favour, with costs. According to the evidence uf 
the police, the senior defendant did assault the 
plaintiff, and be should allow the latter 10s. as 
damages. 'The charge of false imprisonment had 
not been sustained.

ATROCITIES AT ZANZIBAR. 

Zanzibar was startled and shocked early on 
Wednesday by the Sultan suddenly ordering the 
public decapitation of four natives contined in a 
fort untried on a charge of murder. The sentence 
was carried out in the public street under circum- 
stances of horrible cruelty. The bodies were 
allowed to remain exposed and unguarded 
till the evening. The shameful spectacle is 
to be repeated for seven more days, the 
Sultan having ordered the similar execution of 
twenty-four men and one woman, life prisoners in 
the fort under sentences pronounced in Seyyid 
Burgash’s time. Tbe sensation created is very 
great. The Sultan announces that he will be 
uided in future by the precepts of the Mahome- 
fan law only, and he bestows the power of capital 
punishment on the local governors without 
appeal. No capital punishment had taken place 
in Zamzibar for twenty-five sd previously. ‘The 
British consul-general is believed to have remon- 
strated with the Sultan against the proposed 
wholesale destruction of life. News has been re- 
ceived that the Masai tribe has experienced 
a disaster hitherto unequalled. The Arusha 
tribe, at the base of Mount Meru, 
enticed the Masai warriors, or EI Moran, 
to Ugogo on a grand cow-lifting expedi- 
tion, and when the warriors were we 
away the Arushas fell on their settlements and 
massacred all the old men, women, and children, 
drove off the concubines, 14,000 head of cattle, 
and burned the villages. On their return the 
Masai spent three days in lamentation, and then 
assembled in general congregation. The chiet 
priest, Mabaticu, then sent them to enter upon % 
war which is likely to lagt three years, and to the 
devastation of the country west of Kilimanjaro 
This news is important as regards the British 
Company’s operations. ‘The blockading squadrons 
have effected no further captures. The Lepi, 
Möwe, Dogali, Carola, and one British ship have 
been aground on reefs and shoals, which are very 
dangerous. 


DAMAGES FOR BREACH OF PROMISE: 
At the Liverpool Assizes Sarah Ann Bird 
sought to recover damages from Samuel Arthur 
Roberts for breach of promise of marriage. The 
courtship had been a long engagement, havins 
taken place in 1873. The defendant had been em: 
‚loyed as a medical officer on American ar 
ndian steamers, and finally settled at Liverpo’; 
It was said that he had written many affectionate 
letters and was doing well. The defence was that 
the promise had been rescinded, by mutu 
consent.—The jury awarded the plaintiff £500.

crowns. Neither is it right to dry off the roots of 
maidenhair ferns, as is sometimes done, on the 
plea of resiing them. Strictly speaking, the 
maidenhair fern is an evergreen, and though, like 
all other evergreens, it te rid of a certain por- 
tion of its foliage ann: th it will not part with 
all at once unless dried off. The proper course of 
treatment in the present case is to pick out the 
dead fronds as they appear, in the same way as 
one would pick off a d leaf from a geranium, 
and leave all the green foliage to act in unison 
with the roots in strengthening the crowns for a 
growth next year. The repotting should not 
done till March, and then a considerable portion 
of the old soil should be shaken off and the plante 
potted into clean pots one size larger than those 
they now occupy; or the crowns may be divided 
and made into sevèral plants, putting them into 
small pots till they get strong, and during the 
summer repot them into larger ones.

Unless the plants are very much crowded I 
should not pot these off till the end of January, 
though where there is a command of beat to give 
the young plants a start, the potting may be done 
any time. 

Repotting Indiarubber Plants. 

In reply to a five years’ subscriber, I would 
advise that the indiarubber plants remain as 
they are till March, especially as the plants are 
in good health. ‘This is the worst possible season 
for repotting room plants, es the roots are not 
very active now, and the new soil may get sour 
from watering, and the plants would then become 
unhealthy. uch injury bas been done by late 
potting. 

Heating a Small Greenhouse, 
Tam often asked questions about heating small 
greenhouses in winter. I have tried a good many 
experiments with Jamps, and though to meet a 
sudden emergency a lamp may be useful, I cannot 
recommend any lamps which consume oil, inside 
the house. As a permanent arrangement, it is 
neither economical nor yet to be relied on, and 
the smell from burning paraffin is sometimes very 
disagreeable. The best arrangement for heating 
a small greenhouse is a hot water boiler 
and pipes to circulate the hot water round 


the house. The boiler may be heated 
by gas or au oil lamp if it can be 
fixed outside, giving reference to gas 


where convenient. But for any houses over 
20ft. longi it will be better and cheaper to have 
one of the smal! boilers on the Loughborough or 
some other good principle, that will burn small 
coke or cinders. Where a fire is only required to 
keep afew bedding plants in winter a fue run- 
ning above the front of the house and across one 
end will be very economical and very etü- 
cient. To light a fire in a flue furnace only re- 
quires a few minutes; and the moment the fire 
begins to draw, the bricks comprising the flue 
absorb the heat, which they give off for along 
timeafter the tire has gone out. ‘Ine fine is an 
old-fashioned sonstruction, but it has its good 
points, and one of these is its quick action and 
its retention of heat after the fire goesout. Ifthe 
fire goes out in a hot water apparatus the pipes 
are very soon cold; but with a iue, if abrisk fire is

EXECUTION OF THE BIRTLEY 
MURDERER. 
William Waddell was ted 
at eight o’clock on ‘Tuesday LaS igs mag: = 
murder of Jane Beardmore, at Birtley, near 
Gateshead. The culprit is stated to have slept 


well during the night, and to have awakened at 
half-past five, when he partook of a little break- 
fast. The officials of the prison soon afterwards 


assembled, and the under-sheriff (Mr. Hutchinson 
of Darlington) formally demanded the body of the 
culprit from the custody of the governor, Lien- 
tenant-colonel Armstrong. Meanwhile, Waddeil 
had been removed from his cell, escorted by two 
warders and Berry, the executioner, ani taken to 
the press-room, where he was pinioned. The man 
showed decided signs of the mental anguish he 
is known to have undergone since his trial, and 
certainly looked older by some years than when 
he sat passively in the dock. He, however, walked 
firmly,and submitted to the operation of the 
executioner without any sign of feeling. At about 
|three minutes to eight the procession to the 
scaffold was formed. ‘The sheriff's warden walked 
inthe front, and was followed by the chaplain, 
the chief warder, and the under-sheriff. Next 
came the condemned man Waddell, who was 
escorted on each sido by a warder of the prison, 
whilst behind him followed the execu- 
tioner, warders, and the four representatives of 
the press adinitted to see the execution, but who 
had been confined in the charge of a warder in 
the governor's room close to the pinioning-room, 
brought up the rear.

Among e cabin passengera 
oa the Cunarder Etruria was a young lady, a 
thin-faced, delicate creature, who appeared rather 
abnormally developed above the waist.
